Prussia and the Paris People. 

Lonpow, Oct. 10.—A note from the Prus- 
sian Government informs the powers that 
Paris threatens to hold out until starved. In. 
that event two million people would be in 
the hands of the Prussians, who would be 
unable ‘o furnish supplies for a single day, as 
there is nothing edible within several days’ 
march of Paris. Hence, as the people can- 
not abandon the city by the roads, the inevi- 
table consequence will be that hundreds of 
thousands muststarve. The Germans, never- 
theless, must prosecute the war, and those 
holding power in France will be answerable 
for the results. 

The Germans evacuated Mulhouse on Sun- 
day, and preceeded toward New Breissach 
and Schelestadt.

The time is short 
in which to supply to the active force all it 
has lost by delay. 

“The men are not wanting. This delay it is 
which bas wrought defeat. Now comes reso- 
lution at d decision, and it is for the execution 
of there projects that the Republic makes an 
appeal for the co operation of all. This Gov- 
erpment takes upon itself the duty of utiliz- 
ing #ll your courage, of employing all your 
capacity. 

“It is a tradition to arm our young leaders.

We are among those who, after long obser- 
vation of the inflsetion of the death penalty 
for mu: der, and much thoughtful deliberation 
on the causes and consequences Of crimé, aré 
yet unable to see how capital punish- 
ment can be abolished with safety 
to the commurify at large. Of coure 
im this age of» the world no _ intelli- 
gent man will attémpt to justify the public 
takmmg of life on the old ground of revenge, 
oreven on the ground of punishment as it 
was understood by our uneniigotened ancee- 
tors, but only on the ground that survivors 
will be unsafe if he who bas taken life is per- 
mitted tolive. This is the only theory on 
which capital pnnishmens can possibly be 
justified. 

But, if we make tLis the point of departure, 
we can pardly arrive at the gallows, as that 
institution now cxiste. A Aanging is now 
made, ia many of the States, merely ashow— 
a ghastly exhibition where depraved men and 
women gather to witness a deed which minis- 
ters exeitement to their basest passions—an 
arena of bloodshed which bonest men and 

ure women sbup, and where thisves 
owl for vengeance and prostitutes 
weep muudlin tears ot sympathy and are 
happy in their wretchedness, Wor-e than 
this: itis a place where awkward sher.is o’- 
ten hang their victims with twine and drop 
them clumsily to the ground, and grope af.er 
them again, and drag them back screamiug 
with terror to the seaffold, and hang them 
over again, while the heatheui-h moo below 
cream with pity and rage 

The justice of these observations must be 
obvious enough to anybody who is familiar 

with the average executions that have taken 
place in this country within a year—execu- 
tions of which the recent case of mangling in

We invite the reader's attention toan account, 
in another column, of the hanging of four 
criminals in Maryland the other day. We 
cannot imagine anything more bar- 
barous cocnree under the shadows 
of statute law. in an enlightened coun- 
try. four were launched from 
the drop at once. Two of the ropes broke, 
and two culprits. were precipitated to the 
ground. The other two writhed in anguish 
for a quarter of an hour, their necks not be- 
ing broken by the fail; ‘and all this time the 
two survivors were left on the ground, wail- 
ing and praying for mercy. Then the two 
dead were brutaliy cut down and dropped 
lke slaughtered sheep at the feet of the 
affrighted living, after which the latter were 
dragged back and hupg again amid the yells 
and curses of the mob, for whom the specta- 
cle was intended as ‘‘a ‘lesson.’
